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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered 
but are not persuasive. Applicant argues in substance that the prior art references do not disclose (a) address data defined in part by 
user registration data; and (b) performing connection processing automatically. In regards to (a), Applicant's arguments do not address 
the fact that Prust taught implicitly taught a user ID that was part of the address data. Prust clearly discloses in his figures that the user 
name is defined as the name of the file directory, in figure 6, and as part of the email address in figure 7. The use of the email address to 
email data objects to his data storage. Thus, Prust's teaching of an email address, defined in part by the user name, discloses an 
address data defined in part by user registration data. 

In regards to (b). Applicant cites sections that teach a user may browse his storage area. However, Prust clearly discloses a script 
program that may automatically connect to the user's storage area [column 6 "lines 29-36"]. The script automatically performs 
connectotn processing to transfer the data objects to the storage area. Additionally, Burson clearly discloses that a user may 
automatically be connected to a storage area upon receipt of a link [abstract : "automated access" and "automatically driven"]. Thus, the 
combination of Prust and Burson disclose the claimed functionality of automatically performing connection processing. 
For the foregoing reasons, Applicant's request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the application in condition for 
allowance. . 
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
